REFERENCE TO THE DUTIES. OF THE. HONG KONG 
NAVAL VOLUNTEER FORCE IN THE CRISIS LAST YEAR, 
-WAS MADE BY THE COMMANDING OFFICER, COMMANDER 
J. PETRIE, IN HIS SPEECH AT THE FIFTH ANNUAL DINNER 
HELD ON BOARD H.M.S. TAMAR LAST NIGHT. 


_ Commander Petrie said: 


The Annual Dinner is a good time 
to look back on the past year. Three 
_major issues stand out clearly from a 
routine background: ‘the first, the 
September crisis, the second, the ex- 
pansion of the Force, the third, the 
condition of H. M. S, Cornflower. 


In the critical last week of Septem- 
ber the Force personnel: was detailed 


for minesweeping, night patrols and’ 


examination, service in readiness for a 
state of emergency should it arise, It 
provided a test of the -organisation 
. which. would mobilise the inner sea 
defences of the Colony. 


The. season -opened ‘with the Force 
at full strength under the old es- 
tablishment. With the expansion of 
theforce in’ view, an — organisation 
schedulé was prepared in which the 
entire duties of H.K.N.V.F. ‘in local 
defence were set out. From this 
schedule was computed the personnel 
required and, in October, the expan- 
required. and, in October, the expansion 
was satictioned. The new establish- 
ment provides for officers and ratings 
for minesweepers, patrol craft, ex- 
amination service and minewatching 
branch and for the ‘engineering, ac- 
countant and medical branches. There 
. Will be seamen ratings, telegraphists 
and signalmen recruited from British- 
born Chinese and Indians. : 


Fifty per cent of the additional re- 
. quirements in officers-for the execu- 
tive branches had -been enrolled. 
Seventy .five per cent of the European 
personnel for the minewatching branch 
is in training and took part.in Com- 
bined Operations in November. The 
, response to the appeal for Chinese 
and Indian recruits possessing 
necessary qualifications for. the com- 
munication. branch more than met 
requirements. The force is now a 
composite unit capable of operating -all 
branches allocated to it under the 
_ local defence scheme. 


Training is afforded to Junior offi- 
cers as watch-keepers m motor torpedo- 
. boats and, as can -be imagined, this 
Peanen of training makes a strong ap- 
peal.

ship.of, its own, a ship capable of ex- 
, ercising .at ‘least ten: officers ‘and.:forty’
